With a roar and crash that 
aroused residents In the adjoin­ 
ing C.'C.M.O. center one of the 
12-foot flywheels blew up. 

Flying pieces of metal spun 
thru the air like shrapnel, blow 
Ing down two sides of the build- 
Ing, soaring upward to shatter 
two sets of tWo-by-elght celling 
timbers like they were match­ 
wood and thudding against , the 
pedestal foundation of an ad- 
Joining water tower, caving in 
some of the heaviest timbers. 

The motor itself and Its con­ 
crete foundation were blasted to 
pieces by the exploding flywheel. 

But no one was hurt. If the 
great wheel, spun by a 24-Inch 
belt, had developed some defect 
a few minutes earlier, while Mad- 
dux and the oiler were nearby, 
they would undoubtedly have 
been seriously injured if not 
killed. 

Machinery experts called to In­ 
vestigate the cause of the trouble 
believe that the flywheel must 
have crystallized. It was found in
